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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Cuitezens: 

At this time the average citizen’s interest in the schools 
centers around their cost. The following comparison be- 
tween some budget items submitted’ a year ago and the same 
items submitted today will be of interest:

At the district meeting last March a cut of 10% of the 
budget was voted. Fortunately, the items on which the cut 
was made were not specified, for a cut of more than $357.40 
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on the budget for elementary schools would have lost us all 
our State Aid. 

To qualify for State Aid we figured most of the cut 
on other items, and fortunately there was a drop in high 
school tuition rates and the number of pupils attending high 
school was less than our estimate. Teachers’ salaries have 
been somewhat reduced. Because of these savings, it is 
reasonable to hope that we shall be able to complete the 
year without a deficit. The cut in teachers salaries reduced 
the amount of State Aid which we shall receive. 

You will note that the budget for elementary schools 
submitted for the present year asks for an appropriation 
$181.54 more than the $5 tax. If the district should see fit 
to raise $181.54 less than is asked for, the amount of State 
Aid received would be reduced by the same amount. But 
if the elementary budget should be cut more than this 
amount, we should receive no State Aid at all. 

The school board’s budget, as it stands, calls for a total 
appropriation of $1,113.66 less than was asked for last year, 
or $40.20 more than was finally raised last year.
